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1. REPTEL (B) REMAINS VALID ANALYSIS OF MOROCCAN MULTILATERAL 
POLICY -MAKING AND OBJECTIVES, IN REPLY TO QUESTIONS PARA 7 
REFTEL (C). IN ADDITION, 75 RABAT 1872 CONTINUES GERMANE. THE 
POLLOWING RECENT TRENDS WILL ALSO AFFECT MOROCCAN BEHAVIOR IN 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

2. NEW ACTIVISM IN APRICA: THE MOROCCAN MILITARY INTERVENTION 

IN ZAIRE LAST APRIL REELECTED MOROCCO'S NEW ACTIVISM IN COMBATTING 
RADICAL INROADS IN APRICA. THE GOM IS ESPECIALLY PREOCCUPIED 
WITH SOVIET ASSISTANCE TO LIBYA AND ALGERIA, AND CONSEQUENT 
BOLSTERING OP THE GUERRILLA WAR AGAINST MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA IN 
THE SAHARA. GOM OPPICIALS ALSO FREQUENTLY COMMENT ON INCREASING 
TENSIONS IN THE HORN OP APRICA, WHICH THEY ATTRIBUTE PRINCIPALLY TO 
GROWING SOVIET INPLUENCE IN ETHIOPIA. 
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3. THE NEW ACTIVIST TREND STEMS PARTLY PROM MOROCCAN DISILLUSION- 
MENT WITH THE UN, OAU AND OTHER INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS IN 
DEALING POLITICALLY WITH THE SAHARA, WHERE MOROCCANS BELIEVE 
THEIR PIRM APPROACH (THE GREEN MARCH AND ULTIMATE MILITARY 
OCCUPATION) PAID OPE HANDSOMELY. SINCE THEN, THE GOM HAS 
PERCEIVED THE UN ROLE AS UNHELPPUL TO MOROCCAN INTERESTS AND 
NECESSITATING CONSTANT VIGILANCE AND COUNTER-ACTION. AS POR THE 
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OAU, MOROCCO TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED PARTICIPATION IN FEBRUARY OVER 
THE BENIN AND SAHARA ISSUES, HAVING EACED A LONG SPATE OE 
CRITICISM EROM VOCAL RADICAL STATES. ITS RETURN TO THE OAU AT 
THE LIBREVILLE SUMMITT IN JULY NO DOUBT CONTRIBUTED TO THE RELATIVE 
MODERATION OE THAT MEETING, BUT THE GOM CONTINUES TO VIEW THE 
OAU AS ESSENTIALLY UNHELPEUL ON THE SAHARA AND INEEEECTUAL IN 
COMBATTING RADICALISM IN THE CONTINENT. 

4. SAHARA DEVELOPMENTS: AS DURING THE PAST THREE UNGA SESSIONS, 

THE SAHARA REMAINS MOROCCO'S NUMBER ONE EOREIGN POLICY CONCERN. 
THE GOM WILL SACRIEICE ATTENTION TO OTHER ISSUES TO DEVOTE THE 
NECESSARY ENERGIES TO THE SAHARA, AIMING AT SECURING AS MUCH 
INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT AS POSSIBLE. IT WILL JUDGE OTHERS TO A 
GREAT EXTENT IN RELATIONS TO POSITIONS TAKEN ON THE SAHARA. 
EOLLOWING THE 1976 UNGA DECISION TO DEEER TO THE OAU ON THE 
SAHARA, IN LIGHT ON THE 1976 OAU SUMMIT DECISION TO HOLD A SPECIAL 
SAHARA SUMMIT, MOROCCO TAKES THE POSITION THAT THE UN IS NO 
LONGER SEIZED WITH THE QUESTION. WHILE MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA 
HAVE PUBLICLY AGREED IN PRINCIPLE TO THE HOLDING OE AN OAU 
SPECIAL SUMMIT ON THE SAHARA IN LUSAKA DURING THE EIRST HALE 

OE OCTOBER, GOM OEEICIALS PRIVATELY DO NOT BELIEVE THE NECESSARY 
QUORUM WILL BE ATTAINED. 

5. THE GOM CAN ALSO BE EXPECTED TO STRESS HUMAN RIGHTS ASPECTS 
OE THE SAHARA REEUGEE PROBLEM. IT MAINTAINS THAT THE ALGERIANS 
ARE DETAINING SAHARAN REFUGEES AGAINST THEIR WILL IN THE TINDOUE 
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AREA, AND HAS CONTINUED TO PRESS EOR THEIR REPARTIATION TO THE 
SAHARA. MOROCCO WIT T. OPPOSE INTERNATIONAL AID EOR THE SAHARAN 
REFUGEES, VIEWING IT AS AN INDIRECT CONTRIBUTION TO THE GUERRILLA 
WAR IN THE SAHARA. 

6. MEDIATION EFFORTS: THERE HAVE BEEN NUMEROUS MEDIATION EFFORTS 
OVER THE PAST YEAR BY SUCH COUNTRIES AS SENEGAL, EGYPT, SAUDI 
ARABIA AND GUINEA, AIMING AT EASING TENSIONS BETWEEN MOROCCO 
AND ALGERIA. THE MOROCCANS ASSERT THAT THEY REMAIN OPEN TO ANY 
AND ALL MEDIATION, BUT THAT THE ISSUE OF SAHARA SOVEREIGNTY IS 
NOT NEGOTIABLE. THEY CLAIM THAT ALL THEIR PROPOSALS, INCLUDING 
READINESS TO IMPLEMENT SELF-DETERMINATION IN THE SAHARA, HAVE 
BEEN REJECTED BY THE ALGERIANS. THUS PROSPECTS FOR DIPLOMATIC 
PROGRESS APPEAR DIM. 

7. MIDDLE EAST: MOROCCO IS CURRENTLY MAINTAINING A STANCE OF 
WATCHFUL WAITING, PENDING RESULTS OF U.S. EFFORTS WITH THE NEW 
ISRAELI GOVERNMENT. MOROCCO CONTINUES TO STAND READY TO PLAY A 
ROLE IN SUPPORT OF A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. MEANWHILE,JZHE GOM 
SEEKS TO REMAIN IN THE ARAB MAINSTREAM AND KEEPS UP A STEADY 
FLOW OF CONTACTS, ESPECIALLY WITH THE CONSERVATIVE ARAB STATES 
BUT ALSO THE PLO. THE GOM IS CONDUCTING A MUCH-PUBLICIZED 
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CAMPAIGN FOR THE RETURN OF MOROCCAN JEWS, BUT ONLY A HANDEUL OF 
EMIGRES HAVE RESPONDED. THE GOM HAS CONSISTENTLY BEEN AT PAINS 
TO REASSURE ITS REMAINING 18,000 JEWISH CITIZENS, AND HAS ALSO 
RECENTLY WELCOMED VISITS BY SEVERAL PROMINENT EMIGRES, INCLUDING 
ISRAELIS. 

8. GOM AND EMBASSY: RE PARA 7(E) REFTEL C, GOM-EMBASSY DIALOGUE 
ON FULL RANGE OF MULTILATERAL ISSUES HAS INTENSIFIED, IN KEEPING 
WITH HIGHER PROFILE IN BILATERAL RELATIONS OVER PAST YEAR. WE 
CAN PROBABLY EXPECT GOM, IN CONNECTION WITH UPCOMING UNGA, 
INCREASINGLY TO SOLICIT USG SUPPORT AND ACTION THROUGH EMBASSY, 
PARTICULARLY ON SAHARA, DEEENSE AGAINST RADICAL INROADS IN 
AFRICA, AND MIDDLE EAST PEACE.
